Russell Bryant of the long- 
term care section of the Dikic 
sion of Health Facilities in. the 
Illinois Public Health Depart- 
ment Said department regula- 
tions require a patient to have 
the physician of his own choice. 
In the case of patients receiv- 
ing public aid or Medicare, 
farther guidelines are spelled 
out quite distinctly 

These |include, he s that 
patients ‘requiring skilled nurs- 
ing care must be seen by their 
physicians at least once a 
month, iwhile those needing in- 
termediate care should be seen 
by him at least quarterly 

In addition, medication 
grams for patients are to be 
reviewed at least every 30 
days in the’ case of patients 
needing skilled? care; and at 
least oncé in every 60 days for 
those requiring less than skilled 
care services. 

A computer’ survey he ran in 
September, Bryant said, showed 
that over 92% of ‘all patients 
have physicians ‘of their own 
choices, but only 70% of these 
in. compliance with the

Return to County Board 


An appli¢ation by the Mal 
Corp. for a special use permit 
to operate |a landfill on Chou- 
teau Island lis expected to be re- 
submitted to the Madison Coun- 
ty Board at its Jan. 17 meeting 
followirig an inspection of the 
area last week by some board 
members. 

A move, which would have 
approved a 246-acre landfill 
operation through a 22-year spe 
cial use permit failed by one 
vote at the Dec. 20 meeting of 
the County) Board, but follow- 
ing the inspection, one of the 
members who voted against it 
said he now si ready to sub. 
mit a compromise resolution. 

He is James Heil of Godfrey 
who said he was impressed with 
plans for a| perforated drainage 
tile. system which would pre- 
vent pollution. His compromise 
would give|Mal a five-year per- 
mit to operate 100 acres for the 
new landfill. 

Three other dissenting board 
members on the tour, conduct- 
ed by Kenneth Harbarger, Mal 
executive, said they remained 
unswayed. They are’ Rodger 
Elble of Wood River, James 
Greene. of East Alton and Sy- 
bill Belliss of Rosewood Heights. 

One Vote Shy 

The county's Zoning Board of 
Appeals had recommended de- 
nial of the. Mal petition, and the 
effort to override the. appeals 
board received the support of 21 
members, one shy of the three- 
quarters necessary. 

There is some doublt over the 
legality of another vote if it is 
reintroduced this month as the 
county zoning ordinance states 
that no rehearing shall be held 
on a denied appeal for a period 
of months unless new jevi- 
dence is presented to the chair- 
man. 

. Louis WhitseH of Nameoki 
Township maintained, however, 
that a resolution to deny Mal's 
request was never voted on by 


the County Board but only a 
motion to override the denial. 


Alton May of Alton, chairman 
of the board’s land use commit- 
tee, said he will ask the office 
of the state’s aftorney for an 
opinion before the next, meet- 
ing.

Handbook on Care, Feeding 
Of Tenants and Landlords 


Finding an apartment is dif- 
ficult and once one is found, 
maintaining a good relationship 

_ with the landlord may be even 
more difficult. 

To help alleviate the prob- 
lems, Rex Hermsmeyer, assis- 
ant director of the Southern 
Illinois University at Edwards- 
vie Housing \Office, has writ- 
ten a ‘Tenani-Landlord Hand- 
book.” 

The illustrated, 45-page hand- 
bookr is availlable at no. cost 
from the SIVE Housing Office 
in Room 113 of the General Of- 
fice Building 

“The handbook provides the 
most current inforntation about 
off-campus _ housing, 
meyer says. “It was prepared 
as an aid’ to students who are 
tenants and to landlords who 
will probobly rent to students 
at some time.” 

In a section written for land- 
lords, Hermsmeyer ‘suggests 
openness in dealing with pros- 
pective student tenants. 

He 's openness. can dispel 
®students’. preconceptions that 
most student housing is awful— 
and also dispel a belief held by 
many landlords that all stu- 
dents are irresponsible tenants, 

‘Students are people, 
too,” Hermsmeyer says 

“They need the sdme com- 

forts and consideration that 

‘other’. people need. It’s 

simply good business and 

friendly politics to ‘try to 
understand students. 

“Lights may be on into 
the middle of the night be- 
cause students are people 
whose main concern is 
scliool — nothing may seem 

to them as 

Landlords should remember, 
Hermsmeyer says, | that stu- 
dents generallly. are’ broke 

“They have little money be- 
yond the necessities of room 
and board, tuition, books and 
school suppli he writes in 
the handbook. - For you, the 
landlord, this means students: 
have no money to 'do something 
with their room or apartment, 
to decorate it or make it more 
comfortable or attractive 

“Students generally do have, 
however e energy and .cn- 
thusiasm to make their place 
more attractive when materials 
are provided for the work that 
needs to ‘pe done.” 

In a general section written 
to students, Hermsmeyer says 
that though much student hous- 
ing is substandard, the ‘housing 
situation in area communities 
is improving as_ students and 
landlords recognize each ,oth? 
er's needs and responsibilities 

“One of our landlord's great-

erty,” Hermsmeyer says, “This 
means your landlord will treat 
you better if you properly. care 
for what you’re renting. If you 
approach’ your {'landlord: in a 
friendly manner, it’s likely he'll 
respond in a friendly manner. 

“Try to get ‘inside his head.’ 
Landlords are constantly hit 
with complaints—when the wa- 
ter pipes spring leaks, when 
the heat fails, when the air con- 
ditioner quits. 

“For a change, try a friendly 
‘hello’ or a genuine compliment. 
‘Ask yourself, after talking with 
a prospective landlord, ‘Would 
I mind dealing with him each 
month; do I want to rent from 
this kind of person? 

In various sections of the 
handbook, Hermsmeyer 
gives specific tips about 
roommates, pets, parties, 
rubbish, economical shop- 
ping, insurance, dealing 
with the power and tele- 
phone companies, leases, 
small claims court, legal 
services and other common 
problems.

Nixon Serious About Reform--Bureaucracy Receives Jolt

When he became President in 
1801, Thomas , Jefferson found 
it impossible to direct the 
small but already growing fed- 
eral bureacucracy in the man- 
ner he wanted. 

He coined a phrase that 
many of his successors have 
found apt to describe the tenac- 
ity of officialdom 

“Few die and none resign. 

Jefferson could prepare a 
lawsuit, map a township, 
design a home, compose a 
sonata or write the Decla- 
ration of Independence. 

Yet he ‘found it difficult 
to implement his programs 
as chief executive because 
of the basic resistance of 
entrenched bureaucracy to 
change. 

Today another President, 
Richard Nixon, has spent count 
less hours at his retreat in the 
Catoctin Mountains pondering, 
as Jefferson did, how he can 
make the executive branch of 
government function more ef- 
ficiently, economically and re- 
sponsively. 

His announcement of high- 
level changes in his Adminis: 
tration places seasoned admin- 
istrators in charge of two of 
the largest federal enctaves — 


the Defense Department and 
the Department of Health, Edu 
cation and Welfare—and brin 
a successful corporation presi- 
dent into the government to 
head ‘he Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget. 
The reform Mr 
mind will |not be easy to 
achieve, as |he is fully aware. 
Nearly two years ago he pro- 
posed a reorganization of the

What will the new year of 
1973 bring, from Quad-City tax- 
payers’ standpoint? 

Potentially it should be a 
good year at the state level, 
what with Governor-elect Dan- 
iel Walker pledging no new or 
higher. taxes and the General 
Assembly also likely to play a 
“watchdog”’ role regarding Illi- 
nois governmental ‘spending. 

This viewpoint is shared by 
W. Paul Neal Jr., who is. leg- 

ative manager of the Illinois 
State Chamber of Commerce. 

This’ is how Mr. ,Neal sees 
the legislative session apening 
a week from tomorrow: 

Illinois legislative __ politics 
during the next two years may 
struggle through a system of 
checkmates and  counterbal- 
ances. 

Republicans hold : perilously 
thin. one-vote margins in both 
the House (89-88) and Senate 
(30-29), 

This is barely enough to or- 
ganize both chambers to acf as 
a checkmate or counterbalance 
of administration programs 
through committee majorities. 

Democrats hold four of the 
statewide elective offices—gov- 


ernor, secretary of state, treas- 


urer and superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction. 

Republicans “hold two key 
posts — attorney general and 
comptroller — which could 
checkmate . 9r counterbalance 
administrative actions from 
both the légal and fiscal ends. 

The Democratic adminis- 
tration can «checkmate or 
counterbalance _ legislative 
actions through the use of 
the expanded veto powers 
granted under the new 
constitution. 

The Republican majorities 
in both legislative cham- 
bers do not control the 
three-fifths margins neces- 
sary to override guberna- 
torial vetos. 

The GOP majorities are 
enough to withhold approval of 
amendatory vetos. But this, 
too, -can work both ways. 

Republicans, if they act as a 
bloc with all members present 
and voting, can push through 
their promised legislative pro- 
grams — since they have the 
bare majority needed to pass 
legislation. 

Votes needed in the house are 
89 and in the Senate 30 to pass 
non-emergency legislation. 

But for any legislation which 
calls for an immediate effective 
date or general obligational 
bond authority without a ref- 
erendum, there ‘must be a 
three-fifths majority — 109 i 
the House and 34 in the Se 
—requiring support from both 
sides of the political aisle 

The same votes are needed 
for’a veto override. 

However, the attorney gen- 
era] can chaHenge the legality 
and constitutionality of ‘legisla- 
tive proposals and enacted leg- 
islation. 

And the comptroller can 
legally challenge and scrutinize

The doctors, C. Harold 
Mielke, Jr., and Anthony Britten 
of the New England Medical Cen- 
ter Hospitals, admit that “the pos- 
sibility of having to exclude about 
one-half of all blood donors from 
serving as ‘fresh-blood’ or platelet 
donors is a nightmare for all 
blood bankers.”

An $88,000. contract, the first 
of its kind in the nation, has 
been awarded by. the federal 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy to the Illinois Department of 
Public Health to design, test 
and implement a project to 
measure radiation exposure to 
residents. 

All sources of”ionizing radia- 
tion, both natural and man- 
made, will be studied, Dr. 
Franklin D. Yoder, department 
director, said. 

Project Officer Philip Brun- 
ner, chief of the department's 
division of radiological health 
said the purpose of the project 
“ig to assess radiation exposure 
received not only from tradi- 
tional sources such as medical 
x-ray equipment and industrial 
facilities, but also from less 
clearly defined sources, such as 
ccupations not usually asso- 
ciated with radiation; varia- 
tions in radiation exposure 
from brick, ‘frame or multi- 
storied housing and from elec- 
tronic products.” 

The $88,000 award is to fund 
the first two phases of a three- 
phase plan submitted by the 
health department to the fed- 
eral agency. 

The first two phases call for 
development! and implementa- 
tion of the plan in dn 18-county 
ea and are scheduled for 
completion in one year
